Louisville, Oct. 21.— Mrs. Mary Black- 
burn Morris, wife of the late Judge Bucknel 
Morris, of Chicago, and the sister of ex- 
Governor Luke P. Blackburn and Senator J. 
C. S. Blackburn, died at the Blackburn 
Sanitarium Sunday, after a long and painful 
illness. Mrs. Morris was one of the most re- 
markable women of her time, and was known 
all over Kentucky and the South. She was 
the famous Confederate who assisted to atr 
tempt to liberate the Camp Douglass prison- 
ers. She had passed her sixty-fifth birthday, 
and her long life was filled with continued 
and earnest work. She married Judge Mor- 
ris, who had gone from Kentucky to Chicago, 
and was the first man to engage in the prac- 
tice of law in that place, and was also the 
•first May r of that city. He became one ol 
the leading mon in the State. 

Mrs. Morris was warmly Southern in her 
sentiments during the war, and scarcely had 
Camp Douglass boon converted into a pnsor. 
for captured Confederates before she mani- 
fested her devotion in the most practical man- 
ner, visiting the prison aud carrying creature 
comforts to the prisoners. Her residence in 
Chicago was the rallying point and hiding 
place for those who effected '.heir escape. At 
her house Captain Thomas Pines, the present 
Chief Justice of Kentucky, was hid an entire 
day between bed matressii with detectives 
searching every nook and corner of the place 
for him. When Captain Hiues associates, in 
the attempt to liberate the prisoners, were 
captured, Mrs. Morris and her husband were 
arrested as accomplices and imprisoned for 
four months, during which time under the 
rigorous prison rules the health of both was 
greatly impaired and their fortune swept 
away. They were never arraigned for trial, 
but it cost them over $50,000 to obtain a re- 
lease, and in order to mise the money $'100,- 
000 worth of property had to be sacrificed. 

After the death of her husband, which oc- 
curred about five years ago, Mrs. Morris re- 
turned to Kentucky to reside with her 
brothers. 

During the term of her brother as Gov- 
ernor, Mrs. Morris and Mrs. Blackburn estab- 
lished a Sunday school lr the penitentiary 
and accomplished much good in recalling 
many convicts back to the path of moral rec

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conference held in New York soon after, 
at which there were present prominent 
Catholics, a member of the Assembly 
Committee and two managers of the 
House ot Refuge, a distinct statement 
was msde of what the Catholic authori- 
ties demanded. Immediately thereafter 
a special meeting of the managers of the 
House of Refuge was called. 

At this meeting a resolution to grant 
the concessions was defeated, and one of 
the managers waa deputed to inform the 
Catholic authorities of that action ; hut, 
through some misunderstanding, the 
manager thusdeputed failed to deliver the 
message it has been alleged that the 
managers did not act in good faith. They 
assert, however, that they had hoped to 
make concessions, but found the de- 
mands differed from their expectations. 
At all events, there is no doubt that the 
progress of the bill was much delayed 
by the representatives of the board hold- 
ing out hope of concessions in the refuge 
to our people, and afterwards failing to 
announce promptly the decision of the 
managers. 

After this delay, all efforts to get the 
bill before the assembly failed. Mem- 
bersof the Legislature state that this 
was not due to any underhand work, but 
that towards the close of the session As- 
semblymen having bills in charge do not 
look with favor on efforts to advance other 
bills out of their regular 
stated to us also that prominent 
catholics had given expression to doubts 
as to whether Catholic interests called 
for the passage of this bill. All practi- 
cal Catholics will of course agree that 
the Catholic children in the Randal 
Island House of Refuge should be given 
proper facilities for bearing Mass and re- 
ceiving the Sacraments, and all are in 
duty bound to protest against the pres- 
ent systen. 

It is well, however, to call the atten- 
tion of your readers to the Freedom of 
Worship Bill in the form it was presen- 
ted to the Legislature.

THE FREEDOM OF WORSHIP BILL. 

AK ACT 

TO 8BCURB INMATK8 OF INSTITUTIONS FOR 
THE CARS OF THE POOR FREE- 
DOM OF WORSHIP. 

The people of the State of New York rep- 
retenting the Senate and Attem- 
bly to enact at foUow» : 
Sac. 1. The free exercise and enjoy- 
ment of religious profession and worship, 
without discrimination or preference, 
shall be allowed to all persons in the 
next section of this Act mentioned. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the 
managers of every House of Refuge or 
society of the reformation of juvenile de- 
linquent*, or protectory, and of every in- 
stitution for the support of the poor re- 
ceiving public aid, except asylums for 
the insane, to permit at ressonable hours 
the inmates thereof to be visited bv 
clergymen of the denomination to which 
" ', or, if infants, their parents, belong, 
the religious services of such denom- 
ination to be had according to its rules 
and discipline, and to afford nil proper 
facilities for such visits and services, 
but without expense to the managers 
thereof, and subject to such reasonable 
regulations ss they shall prescribe. 

Skc. 3. This Act shall apply to all such 
institutions as care for persons who 
would otherwise become a charge upon 
their retpPCUvS counties, as blind found- 
lings and orphans, and also to the insti- 
tutions to which prostitutes or fallen 
omen, or juvenile delinquents may be

(iOVKKNOR CLEVELAND AND THE LIBEKTY

Editor of the Pilot: In company with 
other Catholic gentlemen I have devoted 
considerable time to making an investi- 
gation respecting the treatment of the 
Freedom of Worship Bill in the New 
York Htate Legislature of 1883. We called 
n I" hi a number of competent and relia- 
ble persons, who gave information on 
the subject. In almost f,very instance 
our informants, whether clergymen or 
laymen, evinced great anxiety to be spared 
the disagreeable experience of having 
their namea dragged into connection 
with a matter which has already sub- 
jected worthy gentlemen to unmerited 
abuse. After having made all necessary 
inquiries, the conclusion we arrived at, 
I am happy to be able to Htate, on my 
word of honor, wsb that Governor Cleve- 
land took no steps, either directly or in- 
directly, in favor of or against the pass- 
age of the bill. All statements to the 
contrary are incorrect, being made by 
persons who willfully mistake facts, or 
who have been misled by false reports. 

We learned that the bill, having passed 
the Senate, was being considered in the 
Assembly Committee when a member of 
the Legislature, in an argument favoring 
the bill, stated what In his opinion the 
managers of the Randall Island Refuge 
would be called upon to concede when 
the bill became a law. The counsel of

so believe, that the bill 
, erfections, and would 
have brought endless annoyance to the 
religious orders in charge of orphan asy- 
lums, houses of shelter, and reforma- 
tories throughout the State. It is a mat- 
ter of great importance to have a bill af- 
fecting religious rights drawn with the 
greatest care ; and if individuals prepare 
a general law for the benefit of one in- 
stitution, every precaution should be 
taken to avoid errors. Catholics could 
not be expocted to give united support 
to carelessly drawn bills simply because 
it is known that the proposer of the 
measure means well. 

In conclusion, I desire to be distinctly 
understood that although we made dil- 
igen inquiries and followed up all ru- 
mors, we failed to iiud any person who 
would say that Governor Cleveland in 
any way, shape or n aaner, interlered 
with the progress of the bill in either 
house of the Legislature.

factured in this country thin year bein;

Stiil there in little enoouragemenl 
for the prosecution of the experiment, foi 
the prioe offered for the sugar after manu 
factum is so low that there is little profit. 

Prices generally for sugar are very low, sc 
modi so as to be quite discouraging for the

A Crank's Desperation Caused by a 
Wife'. 



The millionaire Banker and Con- 
grtMuiin, John Arnot, or Blmlra, 
Fatally Injured bjr m F.x- 
plosloa-Ttie Bank Wrecked. 



Albany, N. Y., Oct. 21.— On hU way to 
the Executive Chamber this morning Gov- 
ernor Cleveland was assaulted by Samuel J. 
Boom, of Elinlra, New York, who, wl«h bla 
wife, created an excitement tome days since 
in the Executive Chamber. Boom lay in 
wait for Governor Cleveland at the corner of 
Lancaster and Eagle streeta As he ap- 
proachod| he addressedbim, and followed it at 
once with two blows, which were warded off 
by the Governor. Boom then rushed into the 
street and reached for a paving stone. 
As he was picking it up ha was seized 
by a passer-by and held, 
quietly passing on. A large c 
« ollected and in the confusion I 
and entered a boarding house near 
at the assault, where he was followed and ar- 
rested. He was taken before Police Justice 
Gutman, who remanded him for examination 
en Wednesday at 3 p. m. The Governor was 
visited by scores of people during i he morn- 
ing. He makes light of the affair 
tit Boom, who is a small, delicate 
man and looks wild, but talk* rstioi al. Boom 
admits the assault was unjustified, but in 
sists that his wife is dying in Albany, but lier 
illness is greatly aggravated, by her fretting 
about a pardon which she sought from the 
Governor for her brother some days since. 
Boom says he has had no sleep for upwards 
if a week in consequence of her illness. The 
ultending physician this rooming assured him 
that his wife would not recover. The poor 
fellow may be, temporarily at least, classed 
as a crank.
